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N order to under/land the Nature of the preſent 
| Diſputes brtwixt the Clergy and Parliament of 
Paris, it is 10 be obſerved, that there are two great 
Parties among the Reman Catholicks in France, viz. 
the Jeſuits and Janſeniſts ; the former containing the 
greateſt Part of the Clergy, and Part of the Laiiy; 
the Janſeniſts having great Numbers of the Nobility | 
and Gentry, a few of the Clergy, and all tht Parlia- 
ments, (of which there are eleven in Number) and 
the greateſt Part of the Budy of the common People on 
their Side. Their Diſputes in Religion being almoſt 
the ſame as thoſe betwixt the Arminians and Cal- 
vinitts in England and Holland, about Per ſonal 
Pred:/lination, Elefion, efficacious Grace, and final 
Perſeverance ;, all which the anſeniſts own, and 
their Adverſaries deny. This Oppofitzon has e 
betwixt them almoſt 200 Years, during which Time 
the Jeſuits have obtained ſeveral Bulls from Rome, 
againſt their Opponents Opinions; (but none ſo famous 
as this laß, called, Unigenitus) but notwith/fanding 
this, the Janſeniſts have had ſuch Addreſs, that their 
Diſciples are very numerous, and ſtill increaſing, and 
took their Denomination from one Janſenius, Biſbop of 
Y pres, whoſe Doctrines were condemned, after hit 
Death, by the See of Rome: But about the latter End 
of the laſt Century, one Father Quenell, a Man of 
great Picty and Learnirg, tranſlated the New Teſta- 
ment into French, adding Annotations on every Verſe : 
this Book was highly eſlcemed, and univerſalh read 
with Approbation; but it happening ta bs in the Jan- 
ſeniſt Scheme, it alarmed the Jeſuits, who complained 
of it at Rume ; where the then Pope Clement XL and 
tus Cardinals, collecting 101 Propoſitions out of the 
A 2 | the 
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faid Book, iſſued out a Bull of Comdemnation a- 
gainf them, and offered it to Lewis XIV. the French 
ing; but that Prince apprehending that. to condemn 
the g1/t Propoſition, would be ſtriting at his Royal 
Authority, and tend to advance the Power of the 
Church above that of the State, utterly refuſed to 
make it a Law of the Kingdom: But Cardinal Pleu- 
ry, 4 Jeſuit, having the Tutelage of the preſent King 
Lewis XV. in his Youth, perſuaded him to make the 
Bull a Law of the Church and Kingdom, 'which was 
accordingly done, and moſi of the Clergy, who would 
not agree to it, were turned out of their Liv- 
ings: this cauſed great Uneaſineſs in France, and {| 
even ſome Tumults in Paris. But all Things continued | 
pretty quiet in this Affair during the laſi lu ar; ſince | 
which Time ſeveral Clergymen refuſing to give the Sa- 
craments to ſome worthy Perſons, and ſome on dying 
Beds, under Pretence that they were Janſeniſts, com- 
int was made hereof to the Parliament of Paris, 
who puniſhed thoſe Clergymen, ſome by Impriſonment, 
and others by Baniſhment ; and the other Parliaments, 
likewiſe, taking Example by that of Paris, proceeded 
to puniſh the Clergy within their Furiſdittion, who 
were guilty of the like Practice: this cauſed the Bi- 
ſhops to petition the King, againſt the Proceedings of the 
= Parliaments, pecialy that of Paris; on which the 
Court ſent to Rome for Advice, where the preſent 
= Pepe being a Man of more Moderation than his Pre- 
deceſſor, adviſed Means for a Reconciliation ; but that 
has hitherto proved ineffetFual, the Clergy adhereing 
tenacioufly to their Principles, and the Parliament as 
inflexible in their Reſolutions: And thus the Aﬀair 
ands at preſent, wbich we read ſo much of lately in 
the publick Papers. But here follow the Words of

Diſcourſes with the Appearances of- the moſt 
folid Piety, only to infinuate their dangerous 
Opinions inſenſibly, and under the Maſk of 
Sanctity, to introduce thoſe Sets, which lead 
Men to their Deſtruction, the more eaſily ſedu- 
cing thoſe who don't miſtruſt their pernicious 
Attempts; and like Wolves that caſt off their 
Skin to diſguiſe themſelves in the Fleeces of 
Sheep, they cover” themſelves, as it were with 
the Maxims of the Divine Law, the Precepts 
of the ſacred. Scriptures, maliciouſly. interpret- 
ing their Expreſſions, and even thoſe of the New 
Teſtament, which they have the Art to corrupt 
divers Ways, in order to deſtroy both others 


„ and themſelves. Like true Sons of the ancient 


Father of Lyes, they have learat by his Exam- 
ple and Documents, that there is no Method 
more ſure or ready to deceive Souls, and to poi- 


ſon them with the Venom of the moſt criminal 


Errors, then to cover thoſe Errors with the Au- 
thority of God's Word. | | 


„ Being mov'd by theſe divine Inſtructions, as 


ſoon as we heard with the profoundeſt Sorrow of 
our Heart, that a certain Book, printed for- 
merly in the French Language, and divided 
into ſeveral Tomes, with this Title ; The New 


Teflament, in French, with moral Reflections, 


&c. That this Rook, tho' we had already con- 
demned it, becauſe it in effect confounds Catho- 
lick Truths, with feveral falſe and dangerous 
Tenets, ſtill paſſed in the Opinion of very many 


„„ Perſons for a Book free from all Errors; that it 


was put into the Hands of the Faithful, every 
where, and that it was diſpers'd in all Places, by. 
the affected Diligence of certain turbulent Spirits,

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« who make continual Attempts in Favour of No- 


velties, that it was alſo tranſlated into Latin, to 
the End that the Contagion of its pernicious 
Maxims might paſs, if it were poſſible, from 
one Nation and Kingdom to another: We were 
ſeized with a very ſenſible; Grief, to ſee the 
Lord's Flock, which is committed to our Care, 
drawn away into the Road of Perdition, by In- 
ſinuations ſo ſeducing and deceitful 3 wherefore 
being equally excited by our paſtoral Care, by 
the repeated Complaints of Perſons, who have 
a true Zeal for the Orthodox Faith; and eſpeci- 
ally by the Epiſtles and Prayers of a great Num- 
ber of our venerable Bretbren, the Biſhops' of 
France; we have form'd a Refolution to flop, 
by ſome more effectual Remedy, the Courſe of 
a growing Evil which might, in Time, produce 
the moſt fatal Effects. th 2? 
« After having us'd all our Application to diſ- 
cover the Cauſe of ſo preſſing an Evil, and after 
mature and ſerious Reflections upon this Subject, 
we have at length moſt clearly perceiv'd, that 
the dangerous Progreſs which it hath hitherte 
made, and which augments every. Day, is owing, 
principally, to the Poiſon which is ſo fecretly 
couch'd in this Book, like an Impoſthume where 
the Corruption cannot be taken out till after 
ſome Inciſions.
